The figures of births and- deaths ishown in this statement 
for week ending the 2nd July, 1955, relate to 185 
tnwnswith an cstiniated fcpulation of 25, 824 thousands. 
The total number of tow ns is 30c and their population is 
38,988 thousands. Thus 62% of the total number of towns 
representing 66% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The number of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 15,679 and 6,896 representing birth 
and d«th rates of 31 ‘6 and 14-0 per thousand of 
population resp»cctively.
